-Please clanfy all expenditures made for “event expenses: rental/catoring
supply,” “event expenses: van rentals (transport),” “event expenses:
catoring supplies,” “event expenses: catoring supplies- misc,” “event
expenses: catoring” and “event expense: catoring” on Schedule B. If a
portion or all of these expenditures were made on behalf of specifically
identified federal candidates, this amount should be disclosed on Schedules
B or E supporting Lines 23 or 24 and include the amount, name, address

Failure to comply
with the provisions of the Act may also result in an enforcement action against the
committee. Any response submitted by your committee will be placed on the public
record and will be considered by the Commission prior to taking enforcement action.
